Purpose: To improve the safety, mobility and connectivity between Irvington and Brandenburg.
Need: KY 79 is a direct connection from US 60 in Irvington to the Bypass (KY 1051) in
Brandenburg and on to Indiana. The lane and shoulder widths are not adequate for the
classification of roadway. There are a variety of crash types throughout the corridor, especially
at KY 1051 and Turner Road. Very high truck percentage.
